Francis Sangorski and George Sutcliffe, while apprentices to 
the book-binding trade, studied at the Central School of Arts and 
Crafts in London under Douglas Cockerell in 1898, where they 
both won scholarships. When the London County Council opened 
a class in book-binding at the Camberwell School of Arts and 
Crafts, they were invited to undertake the direction of it. In 
1904, Sangorski was asked to establish a Book-binding class at 



the Northampton Institute, of which he remained in charge until 
his death in 1912. Sangorski and Sutcliffe formed a partnership in 
' 1901 for the production of fine book-bindings; their connection 

grew rapidly, until now they have eighty persons in their employ. 
They have done a number of important commissions, including 
the Bible presented by Edward VII to the American nation on 
the occasion of the ter-centenary of the establishment of the 
Church in the United States. They have made a specialty of 
elaborate bindings, lavishly decorated with gold and jewels.
